Dana Point, in the story of "Two Years 
Before the Mast," is the place mentioned by 
Richard Henry Dana where hides were hurled 
over the cliff so they could be loaded to the 
boats at anchor off shore. He also mentions 
scaling this sheer wall to remove hides caught 
on the rocks.
